Every one likes a dog, especially if 
the dog be a cute, intelligent little 
fellow. 
When the white faee« of 


four little dogs are seen on one side 
of a swiftly flying horse, while they 
are scrambling to 
maintain 
their 


places on its sleek back, the large 
crowds attending this circus are sure 
to rise enraptured with the remark- 
able act. 


One of the many European novel- 


ties with 
the 
Hagenback-Wallace 


Shows is the Thalero dog act. Two 
horses are brought into the ring, 
each bearing a medium sized dog on 
its back. The ringmaster soon has 
the horses galloping 
around 
the 


ring, when at a given signal the dog 
on the rear horse leaps from his 
horse to the back of the horse ahead 
of him, and as he does that, the dog 
on the front horse turns a backward 
somersault from its horse's back to 
the horse from which the first dog 
leaped, thus accomplishing 
an act 


that but very few men have been 
able to do.
